A campaign of education that will 
help to increase production by de­ 
creasing demand will be entered upon 
by the women’s" clubs of the country 
the first of the year. 
United States 
Attorney-General A. M. Palmer has 
asked the 
General 
Federation 
of 
Women’s cluba through its executive 
board to co-operate with the Govern­ 
ment in an effort to meet the present 
economic 
crisis. 
With 
production 
hampered by labor conditions and the 
limited supply of raw products avail­ 
able, the necessity of decreasing the 
demand for many articles of manu­ 
facture la keenly felt. 
W ith its two 
million members, the federation of 
women’s clubs will enter upon a na­ 
tional drive to help meet the situa­ 
tion. 
The “BUY NOW” slogan of 
the profiteer will no 
longer 
lure 
women into believing th at now is the 
tim e to replenish their wardrobes and 
already awakened to the camouflage 
lhat has been practiced upon them 
under the guise of patriotism 
and 
have voted to curtail all unnecessary 
buying until normal conditions are re­ 
stored. 
Profiteering in every form 
is to be investigated. 
Lines in which 
production is curtailed because of la­ 
bor unrest and other causes are to 
be given careful attention in order to 
help sustain the Government in its 
effort to let production catch up with 
itself.

ROOSEVELTS START 
COFFE/5 HOUSE CHAIN 
It is the composite theory of Ljeut. 
Col, Theodore Roosevelt, 
brothers Archie 
and 
Kermit 
brother-in-law, Dr. Richard 
Derby, 
And his cousin, Phillip J. Roosevelt, 
that the aching void left in the heart 
of the New York theatrical district 
by the passing of the saloon may be 
at least partially plugged if the prop­ 
er filling is Lised. 
In pursuance of 
this idea, it became knoWri yesterday 
the family has embarked upon a ven­ 
ture which, it is hoped, eventually 
wiH take. at least a portion of 
the 
sting from prohibition and prevent 
sociability—the one good feature of 
the old time American saloon, Philip 
Roosevelt thinks—from perishing en 
tirely in these United States. - 
Eleven days ago the 
Roosevelts 
opened a Brazilian coffee hou*e al 
most in the geographical centre of the 
theatrical district. It is to be the first 
of a chain of sim ilar establishm ent? 
soon to be running in all the larger 
cities of the country, and a determined 
effort is to be made to popularize 
coffee, especially among those who 
formerly met in convivial parties for 
their daily ration of grog. 
Thus far, 
Philip Roosevelt said yesterday, the 
campaign of education has been even 
more successful than was hoped for 
and there is every prospect that with­ 
in a year or so Americans may be 
transform ed into a nation of happy 
and contented coffee drinkers. 
In accordance with a carefully con 
sidered plan, the first of the proposed 
chain of coffee houses has been dec­ 
orated in a subdued 
manner 
with 
green and gold wall paper and tables 
and wainscoting of oak and an illumi 
nated sign over the door. 
In plan 
ning the decorations, one of the part­ 
ners chanced to remember that Vol 
taire has been credited by historians 
with drinking no less than seventy- 
five small cups of coffee each day, 
and also that Shakespeare once had 
w ritten: 
“Coffee thou art all the 
comfort the gods will diet me with.” 
As an effort is to be made to draw 
no small proportion of the establish­ 
ment’s patronage from the literati of 
the city, srihppily executed portraits, 
in eoler, of Shakespeare and Voltaire, 
have been placed conspicuously upon 
the walls, together with a work of 
art depicting the harbor of Rio de 
Janeiro, where the coffee which is 
being served comes from; 
In addition to coffee, Brazilian pas­ 
try, sandwiches and some 
specially 
prepared Brazilian dish—a different 
one each day—also are sold. 
W rit- 
ng paper and envelopes are arrang­ 
ed in little racks at each table for 
those who drop 16 with business mat­ 
ter* on their minds. The general idea 
is to make the first of the Roosevelt 
chain of coffee houses a rallying spot 
lo r.th e gayer, freer spirits who once 
thronged the cafes and bar-rooms 
along Broadway and its environs in 
the old wild days. 
Exactly $9,900 has bam invested to 
the enterprise thus far and the busi­ 
ness has been incorporated at Albany 
under the name of the Cafe Paul 1st* •
